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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments filed November 30, 2007 have been entered. Claims 1 - 
2, 27-29, 32-41 , 43, 45-47, 49-50, 52-53, 78-80, 84-93, and 96 are pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
response filed November 30, 2007 with regard to the unexpected results demonstrated 
in the instant specification have been considered, and are found persuasive to withdraw 
the outstanding rejection under 35 USC 103(a). Furthermore, by amending the claims 
to specific tumors, the rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph is withdrawn. 

The examiner notes that a provisional obvious double patenting rejection could 
be made over 1 1/209998. However, since the provisional double patenting rejection will 
be the only rejection left. The instant claims are not rejected of provisional double 
patenting in the instant case. 

Claims 1-2, 27-29, 32-41 , 43, 45-47, 49-50, 52-53, 78-80, 84-93, and 96 are 
allowed.
